— Again the 
earth trembled and that unknown sub- 
stance In which there Is more deadly 
energy and destruction to the atom 
than In dynamite, let go Its awful en- 
gine of disaster in the mines of the 
Lick Branch colliery and snuffed out 
inor^..|ha^;^i>iunareain Itiwas Jn 
these same mines that, two weolts ago 
to a day, 50 minora were killed by a 
similar explosion. 

In the quiet of the early morning 
there came a mlRhty rumbling In the 
bowels of the earth, which reverberated 
along the miles of corridors and air 
passages crowded with the men who 
worked there. From the mine mouth 
shot forth a cloud of soot, smoke and 
flames'' and debris of heavy timbers, 
broken" mine' cars, and oven a massive 
motor used to haul the mine cars. ' 

Scarcely had the detonations died 
away before a throng of terrorized 
women and children In anxiety and 
dread rushed to the mine mouth and 
implored those there to allow them to 
aid in the efforts to save some of their 
loved ones. 

Mine Foreman Bowers, who was 
near the entrance, was blown from lils 
feet, but managed to crawl out safely, 
as d id also Robert .Smith, a miner. 
With the foreman was a miner named 
Holiday and he too was blown over. 
A rescue party organized on the mo- 
ment rushed Into the jaws of the 
smoking mine and tried to rescue hiin. 
They were driven back by the deadly 
fumes of the after gas and compelled 
to leave him to his fate. 

A train was rushed from this cltv 
to the scene of the disaster some 2*5 
rnlles away carrying bratticing and 
other materials to be u.sed In the work 
of ejcplorutlon and rescue. There were 
supposed to bo from sixty to eighty 
men' m- the section of the mine af- 
fected. The debris from, the explosion 
of two weeks ago had not been cleared 
away, and 20 men , were engage^. In 
this work. Nineteen contract. miners, 
with their crews, were at work In a 
new entry, and it Is feared that iai of 
them wore , lost. ' -■ 

The explosion was In a different part 
of the mine to that of two weeks ago. 
Since that t-atastrophe the mine had 
been Inspected by government ofllclals 
and by thr. juost pvperlenced mine men 
In the region, and all expressed the 
opinion that it was safe. 

A late osflmate of the number of 
men entombed is more than 100. The 
fire In tlio mine and the deadly gas, 
to say nothing of the awful force of 
the explosion, preclude any cliance of 
rescuing any of the men alive. The 
main entry of the mine Is four miles 
long, running from one side of the 
mountain to the other. Debris was 
blown from both entries, wliicb gives 
some Idea Of the tremendous force of 
the explosion. Some of the men must 
have boon blown to pieces, and others 
incinerated. The fan*wWhlch furnished 
the fresh air for the workings, is in 
the former explosion, were not disabled 
and are not forcing fresh air into the 
mines. 

Two brothers named Surratt, of 
Speedwell, Va., who went to the mine 
at the time of the other' explosion 
throvigh curiosity, accepted positions, 
and both arc supposed to bo victims of 
the present accident. Byst.anders at 
the time of the explosion say that 
Immense quantities ot soot and "smoke! 
gushed from tlie mine almost slmul- 
l.incously with the detonation, and 
Immediately were suckcil back in 
enormous volumes Into the mine. 

In ISSJ, at the Southwest Virginia 
Improvement Company mine, 360 men 



were killed. Today's horror Is the most I 
disastrous that has occurred since. Tho 
mine Is owned by tho Pocahontas Cou- 
aoUdated Collieries Company,

Somplo's )inl!, Victoria "West, was 
crowded last ovoning by a demonstrat- 
ive uudfonco before whom the mayor- 
alty, aldermanic and some of the trus- 
tees appeared to. press upon AVard One 
electors 'their .claims for tho respective 
ofnces to', whldh' they aro aspiring. In 
tcrruptlons were frequent, though al- 
ways of a good-natured character and 
there was more" of the election spirit 
manifested than was the case at tho 
previous campaign .''ineetlngs. When 
the meeting was opened by Beaumont 
Boggs, who otllclatcd as chairman, 
Mayor Hall, W. C. Stewart, ex-Aldor- 
man Ross and Alderman Norman were 
the only Hpeiikcrs i)resent, tlio others 
bclnfr delayed in arriving, but the 
platform soon filled, tlic aldernianic 
candidates and school trustees being 
tho ilr.st speakers, !is in tho absence 
oC .Mr. Morloy, who was late in ar- 
riving, Mayor JIall asked to be allowed 
to wait until his opponent was pres- 
ent. Ten minutes was given to each 
of tho aldernianic candidates and 
would-be school trustees, and half an 
hour to the nuiyoralty candidates with 
ten mlnute.i for Mayor Hall to reply. 

Cliainiian Boggs, in opening tho 
meeting, pointed out that it would not 
be neci'saary, uk was the case at a re- 
cent meeting, to warn tho audience of 
the ]iresenco of policemen. There 
were no olllcers there and none ' were 
nocdod as tho repiitatlon of Victoria 
West audiences for. -orderliness was 
well known. 

Alderman Norman 
Alderman Xorman, who wa.f culled 
n\n>n ilrHt, coniplalnetl of a soro throat. 
Ho was seelviiig re-election conscious 
that while lie nilglit not have done as 
mirch as was expected of lilin yet ho 
had done the very bc-it ho could. .\ 
now man going into olllce finds that 
there arc many obllgallons undertaken 
by the previous council wliicb, how- 
ever much he might object to them, 
yet ho could do nothing else but ac- 
cept them. There Is also tho opposi- 
tion to some measures which prevent 
their being pushed through. Then 
there is a lack of funds. It had been 
his desire to Improve the streets, sldc- 
wallfs, and '.sewers In the, ward. While 
there are not TOanjr^.sowers In Victoria 
West there is a large amount' under- 
way and projected, and had not the 
cold weather Intervened work would 
have been well advanced. If elected, 
ho would see that these works are 
pushed along with tho sewer on Skin- 
ner street. Ho urged all to vote In 
favor of tho sewer bylaw. The health 
of the city should stand lirst. He had 
hoped to see tho matter of the. Victoria 
West arbitration settled. It la still in 
tho courts and judgment Is not yet 
fortbcoming. He believed that a cor- 
poration is responsible for the .acts of 
its oniiiloyccs and that the city as a 
whole should bear the exiiense of tho 
arbitration proceedings as those pro- 
ceedings aro the outcome of former; 
•errpr^s on. the pjirt of the civic, pfflcials. 
Ex-Alderman Ross.' ' 
Bx-Aldermaii Ross, again a candi- 
date, thought tho most of Ward One 
electoris would ■ know him. He had 
served In the council and ho claimed 
that with one or two exceptions all tho 
work carried out in Victoria West -was 
projected by tho council of 1907 In 
which he served. What had become of 
that 550,000 incinerator money'? Why 
had that work not been gone on with 
instead of dumping the "rubbish" Into 
tho sea Too much money had boon 
spent on lioulevarda and not enough on 
streets. It was not necessary to say 
anything about the necessity of im- 
proving the Htreet.s. He doubted if tho 
arbitration proceedings would result 
favorably for the city. Ho had been 
told that tho city would get the worst 
of it. He believed, if elected, he could 
do the best in tho Interests of the resi- 
dents of Ward One. 

W. C. Stewart. 
W. C". Stewart, aldermanlc' ct^ndidate 
in Ward One. pointed to his. record of 
sixteen years in which ho interviewed 
the councils between Montreal and 
\''ancouver and had acquired a "bunch 
of pointers" which would do him ser- 
vice when elected as he was sure ho 
would bo on Thursday. He v/antedtho 
30b and was out to get it. "You bet 
there's noth'ing coming to any fellow 
who doesn't reach out for it."

He belleved^'tliat a 
great deal' could be saved, wltfi6ut"any 
groa,t expense, If .what he' terxne'd.Jf'au- 
tomobile Are squadrons" wero-prdvicled, 
with eight or ten men with necessary 
equipment to get to the seat of^'trou- 
ble at -once. Xhe saving. In/upfkeep, 
etc., for i horses -ivould be great. The 
expense of such would bo reduced 
from $5,000 to $10,000 a. year by tho 
now apparatus. 

"Then there Is another thing I have 
my eye upon. The city market build- 
ing Is an eyesore" ^ 

Ho quoted the advantage, of a piiblic 
market - to New WeBtminiter^ and 
could see no reason why Victoria 
should not have one. It has tho build- 
ing, which, though In a very unsani- 
tary condition, ct>uld be made fully 
adequate. Regarding local option, a 
much mooted question, Mr. Hibben de- 
clared that if a s&loon Is conducted on 
the right principle, with' a good record 
and pays Its taxes regularly, why 
should anyone say whether another 
man shall or shall not drink. There 
aro qulto a number of books which 
people object to, but ho would stren- 
uously object to anyone coming into 
his own store and declaring that he 
shall or shall not sell any of his books. 
While not a teetotaller, ho was a lirm 
believer in and always practiced mod- 
eration. To wipe out tho saloons would 
mean a big decrease In revenue. Tiiere 
had been a great cry about factories, 
about the nuisance of the cliemical 
works. But where, In case the factor- 
ies are discomaged, arc the young 
people to get employment. Vancouver 
and Now Westminster are full of Vic- 
toria j-oung people who claim they 
left Victoria because tlicy could not 
get cmployniDnt In tho city. Every en- 
couragement should be, given to those 
^vho would start up industries in the 
city. 

Mr. Raymond 

Percy A. Raymond, aldermanlc can- 
didate in ward four, while confessing 
10 youth and inexperience, yet had 
\ lews f own. The business of a 
city, as in any class of concern, must 
be carried on on business principles. 
What i.s ^\nnted .ire capable men at 
the head of adt^irs. Much had been 
said of the wo'Ii logman not doing 
enougli work liul what is needed is ef- 
ficient heads to plan and supervise. 
ISIucli. too, had been said of tho streets 
but ho could, tiil -them that; In neigh- 
boring Sound (i'ties the streets were 
worse. Patir-nc* and a little energy 
is What la needed to right conditions. 
Aid. Henderson 

Alderman Henderson bad not come 
to apeaic but rather to listen. Briefly 
ho stated his policy during his olilce 
as alderman and what he proposed to 
do If again elected:* '-For' 'years ''and 
years money, had-'beeh , spent -'"on the 
streets but with -fiitte "result uiitll 'the 
local Improvemenli^scliethe was adopted 
in 1907 arid in' the two years, 1907 
and 1908, mofc lasting work had been 
done than in any previous two years. 
As to street work, he showed that the 
last council had paved a considerable 
portion of tho business section and 
more would have been paved if It had 
not been necessary to first lay the 
water mains, etc. "When this ji.ivlng 
work now projei^ted Is completed, the 
centre of the city will have fine 
streets and that l.s qulto as much as 
one ■would find in most citioy. He 
■\vould, if elected, urge tho laying of 
more cement walks, macadam roads. In 
residential sections, though rin "the 
business .sections macadam would be, 
he felt, a failure. Tar macadam has 
been adopted following the test made 
with the piece on Government street 
and North Park street will be so paved 
as well as Pemberton road arid that 
portion of Governmont street between 
Toronto and Niagara. 

Alderman Henderson cited tho va- 
rious works of local Improvement, the 
cost, except in a few instances as In 
outlying portions, being paid, one- 
third by the city and two-thirds by 
tho owners. Tho demand for this work 
has been so great and so much iire- 
pared in excess of what the city force 
can do, that If no more work be pro- 
jected, it will still take several months 
to clean up tho ."^late. The council 
passed only such an amount of local 
Improvement work as could be taken 
(•are of by the city's force of men. 
Ho doubted If it would bo wise to rush 
this class of work. Better to. keep a 
force steadily employed for a number 
of years than to do a great deal In 
a f(!w fears. 

This policy has been the means of 
tiding over what would otberwlsn liave 
meant hard times in Victoria. It elect- 
ed ho woul,^ not forget Victoria West 
and as chairman of the streets com- 
mitteo ho had always regarded the in- 
terests of the city as a whole. 
Is Asked Questions

Tho report of that comirilttee showed 
conclusively that besides not mcotlnB 
tho demands of Victoria such a plant 
here would be altogether too expen- 
sive, much more expensive than tlio 
city could afford. In addition the city 
did not h.ave the neces.sary land and 
no money to purchase a site. 'J'hen the 
matter of carbage disposal had been 
referred to a committee consisMng of 
Aldormeii Henderson, Glcason and 
Hall and their report, -which wa.s 
strongly in favor of tho scheme re- 
cently .adopted was also approved by 
the council. 

Ward Expenditure 

On the question of ward expenditure 
Mayor Hall quoted ligures to show 
ju.st what each ward had received. 
This was tile sliowing: W.ard one, 
$11,190.33; ward two, $!t,155..')G; ward 
tliree, $11, 505. -15; ward four, $8,630.00; 
ward live, $11,199.'JU. Those ligures 
would indicate that ward one had re- 
ceived its full .sbare and had not been 
neglected. (Applause.)

His opponent had seen fit to mal^o 
the statement on several' occasions that 
tho work of Installing the. wftter works 
sy.stem Is "costing, twenty-five per cent 
more thaii ,|t; Shpuld, that that per- 
centage of the money is being wasted. 
The city's export, Arthur L. Adams, 
had planned the work. That gentle- 
man had (iGcl.ircd that he must have 
full control. Ho is .a man acknowledged 
to bo cno. of tho best in his profes- 
sion and It was eminently f.'iir that to 
the m.an who planned the system 
rhould ho given full charge of the exe- 
cution of those plans. To state that 
t\vent\-f>ve per cent of the outlay is 
being wasted Is simply to make a wild 
r'latenient with . absolutely no founda- 
t:i'n In I'aol. In fact, it merely showed 
that Mr. IMorhvv did not know what he 
was taliilr.g about. ,

had been about two hundred and fifty 
men employed by tho munlcii>a*ity 
previous to his election before lie had 
left In 1907 there was ho claimed 
work laid out, apart from tho waier- 
worlta system, for the employment of 
between seven and eight hundred men. 
That-'alono,' he bolioved, was evidence 
of his attitude with respect not only 
to the providing , of aomething for the 
laborer to do but of his policy with 
regard to tho advancement of tho city. 

Taking up the <juo«tion 'Of taxation 
ho said that in 1006. and' 1907 ho had 
pressed tho Idea, ot wiping out tho 
assessment on improvements. It was 
a noteworthy fact that, towards tho 
close of the last term. Mayor Hall had 
suggested that It might bo n good plan 
to reduce tlic taxation In that direc- 
tion. His attitude now was not at 
ail consistent with that he had taken 
in 1000 and 1907 when he had opposed, 
without qualification, his (tho speak- 
er's) original move. 

Tho placing of all taxation on tho 
land Mr. Morlcy thought would ho 
In the interests of citizens generally 
and of Victoria. It would compel, he 
asserted, ov.'nor.q ot property to build 
on their holdings In order to derive a 
revenue. 

Asked whether ho was In favor of 
the fair wngo schedule, Mr. Jlorley 
replied to the effect that he thought 
It was eminently fair and reasonable. 
If elected ho would: consider It his- 
duty to advance It at.'tho'' earliest' pos- 
sible moment. '■ ' 
L. Ferguson wanted to know whether 
Mr. Morloy, If returned, would cause 
an enquiry to be made as to tlVe num- 
ber of workmen discharged by tlio 
foreman at the Smith's Hill 'reser- 
voir, and ascertain tho reason for such 
dismissals. 

, tor. Morley- thought he could not re- 
ply to tills better than by stating that 
It ; was his Intention, if returned, to 
complete what ho had begun,, namely, 
tho reorganization of the dlffernnt 
civic public works departments. After 
a few words In conclusion, In which 
the sjicnkor advised the voters to cast 
their ballots In the M-ay they thought 
wise, after giving tho Issues and the 
policy of the respective candidates to- 
wards them serious consideration, Mr. 
Morley withdrew. 

Mr. Tail 

Leonard Talt. one of the candidates 
for school trustee, was accorded a 
hearty reception. lie had taught in 
Victoria for upwards of seventeen 
years with, ho thought, as much suc- 
cess as his local contemporaries in the 
Iirofcs.sion. There was nothing too 
good for tlie children, In his opinion, in 
the line of education Victorians might 
.'-•afely feel proud of their shcool system. 
The .standard sot always had been 
high In every respect and It was his 
ambition to see it maintained, and, to 
this end, it Was necessary that the 
school board should enunciate and 
stand by a progressivo!.pbllcy. 

There was one problem' confronting 
the trustee's at present and that was 
tho provision of adei^uafe. accommoda-- 
tion. There wore as many as sixty or 
seventy children in .some of tho rooms. 
He was In favor, wherever it v.'as I'of- 
f:lhle, to limiting tho number to forty 
at the outside. 

The board, ho thought, .siiou'd bend 
their ener.gy towards the securing for 
Victorl.a of tho provincial unlver.slty to 
be established somewhere in British 
Colinnbla. Tho advantage of this rity. 
as a site for such an institution could 
not bo gainsaid. It was a que.'tion 
simply of keeping them before the eyes 
of the members of tho government and 
of the proylnoial, house/ generally.. If 
honored ' with the confidence of the 
electorate ho would accord .all matters 
effortlng tho schools of Victoria tho 
mo.st serious consideration and those 
that In his opinion were 'In tho host 
Interests of the .systfm would rocelvo 
his unnualllled supiiort. 

Among tho Innovation.') which J.Ir. 
Talt proinlHod to rocomiiicnd wa:; a 
comniercial rourso In connection with 
tho currlcuhim. He wanted some- 
thing along that lino apart from 
tho higher liranchcs of learning. 
Time and again ho had lu>ard 
the complaint that students entering 
local places of business from homo 
scliools were not as well prepared for 
tin; battle of life ns their early educa- 
tion might bo expected to make them. 
Such criticisms should be rendered 
Impos.'jlblo, and the InatigUration of n 
commercial course, pure and simple, 
was the only solution of tho problem. 
Tho school buildlnss should be made 
comfortable. 

Mr. Talf odnoluded in the usual way 
and then conveyed a message from 
Mayor Hall annpundng , that the latter 
would be unable to attend owing to a 
previous engagement, but that ho ap- 
preciated the compllmorit ' Of; the in- 
vitation extended him ond was sorry 
that bo could not bo present. 

Mr. Stanoland's Address 
W. E. Staneland, another candldato 
for tho school hoard, spoke of tlw 
work accomplished during the past 
year. Ho referred to tho purchasing 
of sites for buildings in different 
parts of tho city, a.saertlng that tho 
property bought had only been decided 
on after exliaustlvo investigation, and 
duo'conslderatlon ot location, price and 
other^ednditlbns. : ; ir ' 

After, stating that''iho;,,wia8;',ln favor 
of union labor, Mr. Stdiiela'nd . referred 
to the success that had.rattehdod tho 
board's action , in the, segregation of 
the Chinese and white children.. -Ho 
)lQolarcd that ho would " strongly -sup -

Mr. Bragg's Views 

E. Bragg, an aldermanic candldato 
in Ward 2, spoke at length, referring 
principally to the necessity of the 
unions standing together in order 
that the working man's vote in clvlo 
government might be felt. The Mayor 
and aldermen, he said, were too orna- 
mental. He advocated tho inaugura- 
tion of a board of control, contending 
that only in that way could civic work 
be properly cared for and systematized. 

After favorably replying to the 
standing Question Mr. Bragg said, in 
response to a query, from G. E. Price 
that he thought tho council of 1908 
had done wrong In awarding a garbage 
contract to Capt. Gardiner. If elected 
he would move that ^ the . contract bo 
disregarded and tendera oatied.for* He 
was In favor of weekly pay for civic 
employes.;, i .. ; . ; 

ThalsGarbage Contract. 

Aid. Fu'llcrtdn was cordlally received. 
He dealt with the awarding of the 
garbage contract to Capt. Gardiner. 
He stated that the question hud been 
discussed in private by tlie Streets, 
Bridges and Sewers committee. At 
all stages he and Aid. Norman had 
opposed it. Certainly if returned he 
would act in ' the same manner that 
Mi: Bragg had outlined. (Applause). 
. Ho was in . favor.,, of the tiucstlons 
asked by the .Trades aiid .Labor (squncll

Aid, Gloason Addresses Exolusion 
LeBBUe—Referendum .Bylaw. 
Endorsed 



What has boon done to improve tho 

sanitary condition of Chinatown and 
Imperative necessity, in tho Inter- 
oats of tho moral welfare of tho city, 
that the referendum to be placed bo- 
fore the voters tomorrow providing for 
the Sunday closing of all stores wore 
dealt with In an address delivered by 
Alderman Glenson, a candldato In Ward 
3 for tho City Council of 1909, before 
the Asiatic Exclusion league last night 
at Labor hall. 

Over two hundred scwera.go connec- 
tions had been made. In many cases 
tho wooden walks in iilleyways liad 
been torn up and replaced by con- 
crete. Loads of filth had beoii taken 
away, in short a thorough Inspection 
of the darkest corners of tho district 
had been made and a renovation us 
complete as 'circumstances allowed 
liad been icarrted through sutScesB- 
fully. ' 

Crowded Lodgings. 
At this juncture Alderman Gloason 
was asked whether he would uho hia 
influonco to force tlie Clilnoso, thii 
JapariesOf ,th6 Hindus and other for- 
eign elements, residing hero to ilvo 
under conditions as near as possible 
to tlioBO adopted by .the whites'. It 
was claimed by the interrogator that 
tho Caucasian was handicapped '' be- 
cause he couldn't lodge aa cheaply, 
preferring to have a room, oven if it 
was small, to himself, for sleeping 
while tho Oriental was content If ho 
luul enough sp.aeo to stretch In. Tho 
assertion was made that there was a 
by-law lU'ovldlng that every Individ- 
ual should have a sjieclfled number of 
cubic feet breathing space. AVould 
Alderman Gleahon iiromlse to en- 
deavor that this bo' applied to tho 
I'orelgiier.s aa far as pousiblo, thua 
placing thorn on' a plane nearer that 
on which the white worker had to 
compete'^ 

Alderman Gleason pointed out that 
the city by-law went as far as the 
Municipal Clauses Act allowed, at 
least that was what ho was given to 
understand. The law. In his opinion, 
sliould bn enforced to tho limit, that 
wail as far as It permitted tho civic 
authorities to go and ho wag willing 
to undortuko to do all In his power 
to soo that Its provisions were ap- 
plied. 

Thereupon a resolution was moved 
and adopted unanimously as follows: 
"That this mooting of the Asiatic 
Exclusion league iieartlly endorses tlio 
Retorcnduin by-law to enforce tho 
Sunday clo/iIng of all stores tlirough- 
out tiio city and urge on nil citizens 
to record tholr ballot In favor of It 
on election day."

BEAUTIFYING VICTORIA. 

; . ^ The Nanalmo Free Press thlnlis that 
all the cities of the province wlU be 

opposed to the idea of government 
assititance in the work of boautll'.viiiK 
Victoria, and the Kamloops Sentinel 
thinks that the city, in which it Is 
puL;!lshed, lias just as good a claim as 
A'ietoria. AVo are not dispo.sed to 
argue against any claim that may be 
advanced sorion.sly by any other city, 
but It Is obvious, that no government 
could contemplate a policy involving 
public expenditure for the beautifying 
of all tho cities In a province. Tho 
Dominion government makes an an- 
imal expenditure to render Ottawa at- 
tractive, but no otlier city in tile Do- 
minion liir.s a(lvMn<ed a claim to a 
similai api)roi)rialion. The govern- 
ment of tho United States spends 
freely I'oi' the Improvement of Wash- 
ington, but its efforts in that direction 
do not extend beyond tiio National 
Capital. In like manner tho gov- 
ernment of tills province might nsk 
tho legislature to .sanction an expen- 
diture for Victoria without being un- 
der any obligation to asif a similar 
approprlalii.in for Kamloops oi Ha.- 
miimo. 'I'lil.'i i.s a matter, which ought 
to be Icmkcil at in a broad way. It 
is either a .sound principle tliat a 
provincial government should assist 
dn making tho capital city of tho pro- 
vince attractive, or It Is not. If it is 
not, that itt, if good reasons cannot 
Tjo advanced in favor of such a 
policy, tiiat ends tho matter. If sucli 
reasons can be given, other cities 
ouglit to bo liberal-minded cnougli 
to forbear from oppo.sitlon. We con- 
cede tiiat a resident of Victoria will 
very naturally , bo disposed to regard 
such an' expenditure favorably, but we 
,:ithink a case can bo made out, which 
;;,wlll .stand oriticisni. 

Tho advantage to tlio whole province 
of having tho Capital attractiyo would 
we think, be very ' grfeat. ''it woiild 
he one of the best possible advcrtl.so- 
jnents of the province as a whole. Eb- 
pocially Is this true of a capital sit- 
uated as Victoria is, a place to which 
thousand-^! of peoplo come yearly, and 
more will come in future, from all tho 
ends of tho earth. To us it scorns 
that if this city were to be made as at- 
tractive as It could bo with a com- 
paratively .^muU expenditure, every 
part ' Of the jirovinco would derive 
a fiehent liiercfrom. Wiion people visit 
ti new country, as ours !b, tijoy 
iiiiturally i visit its .capital, especially 
when that cajjltal Is on tho very high- 
way of round-the-world travel, and 
uossessed of such natural attractions 



that . It - might -be made 'one of the 
greatest beauty spots anywh'ere to bo 

found. It is liko thsv foyor of a 
theatre, the entrance to a great 
hotel. If it is n,ttractlve, . the Im- 
pression produced, iHipo,n^..tt of 
tho visitor Is favorable;' If 'it Is unat- 
tractlvo tho reverse effect lo produced. 
A province, with a capital city that is 
beautiful not only by the nature of its 
situation but by the results of artistic 
effort. Is certain to stand better in 
the eyes of the world than one not so 
fortunately endowed. Therefore if 
Victoria is improved as. It might easily 
be, the chBmoes^Jjjl^^ylBitorSj.r 
hero for a conslderaliio length of 'tlime 
would be greatly Increased, and if 
we can get people to stay somewhere 
In the province, they will learn some 
thing about the prq)^ni:e,'.;and. the more 
they- learn ' the better ' l't will -be for 

tlie province 

Lot it be supposed, for the sake of 
tho argument that tho people of Brit 
Ish polumblai realizing, the great po- 
tential weaith of ith^ province, were 
desirous of proviairs' «nme place with 
in its borders where visitors could gi 
and remain, and learn something- of 
its^ potentialities. In so^ ^new-it ■ pro 
vlnoe there' must necessarily be more 
or less crudities. There is something 
very In.spiring in a country in the 
making, In tho llrst stages of its do 
volopment, but It is not among such 
surroundings that travelers or people 
with money to invest are willing to 
linger. Therefore the people of tho 
province might very well consider tho 
expenditure of providing a place, where 
visitors would be willing to remain 
long enough to le.Trn somctiilng about 
tho country. Wliore in tho wholo of 
British Columbia is there a place 
better suited for such a purpose than 
Victoria? Geographically, because of its 
unrivalled surroundings and because 
it is the capital, tliero is no locality 
which can be comptftrcd with it in this 
respect. If the people wished to es- 
tablish such a place, they would un- 
ilibsitatingiy choose Victoria. Therefore 
if it is desirable that there should be 
in British Columbia a place to which 
people will come, and where they will 
have Inducements to remain long on- 
ougli to learn something .about tho 
province, that place is Victoria, and 
as the benefit of such a headquarters 
would Ijie for the whole province, so 
the cost; of making tho city what it 
can easily bo made should bo borne 
in part by tlio wlioio province. Tliero 
are otlier reasons to bo advanced, but 
for "the; preSeiit' wia' ■will confine ' our- 
selves to this one.

IVIR. BOURASSA'S VIEWS 

Mr. Henri Bourassa addressed tho 
Women's Canadian Club, at tlio Royal 
Victoria College, Montreal, a few days 
ago, and his subject was "Creation of 
a National Spirit." As Mr. Boui^iassa 
has boon looked upon in some quarters 
as an enemy to everything British, tlie 
views to which he gave e.xprcs.slon 
are of interest, ■especially as they an; 
shared b,v very many of the people of 
Quebec. He pleaded for the develop- 
ment of a national spirit on lines 
suillcicntly broad to take in botii 
/aces. The French and the English 
both came here "In tho full develop- 
ment of their civilization," and > hence 
he argues that It would bo unreason- 
able for one to surrender its .social 
In.stltutlons, religion and system of 
education to the other. Ho thinks wo 
should assume the full stature of 
nationhood, and that tho division of 
the Dominion Into provinces is an 
obstacle to the development of Cana- 
dian sentiment. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Bouras.sa has no doslro to see Canada 
cut loose from the Empire, and what 
ho says upon this. point is so . interest- 
ing and so well sold that w'c quote it 
verbatim: 

With regard to the Imperial prob- 
lem, this is perhaps the point upon 
which the Natlon;\llst Bi'oup has l)een 
subjeel to the most criticism, and upon 
vhicii I may say it iuia been attacked 
most unfairly. It is a problem whicli 
lias been tho most misunderstood. It 
lias been claimed that we want to 
develop amongst tho Frencii-Canad- 
lans a spirit of antagonism to every- 
thing Imperial even to everything 
which is British. That wo are an 
obstoclo In tho way of tho now as- 



pirations of the Anglo-Canadian to- 
wards closer rolatlonsiiip with Great 
Britain and tho other sister colonies 
is a point upon which I wish to make 
my attitude clear. Wo boliovo that it 
Is a I'also notion to develop among tho 
inhabitants of the British Empire, 
whether thoy are of British stock or 
other stock the Idea that they -should 
copy tho American or tho German of 
today. Lot us givo to the British Em- 
pire that unity of mind and of organi- 
zation which Is peculiarly its own in 
ideal. AVo claim that the British Em- 
pire is an organization unhiuo In it- 
self, and that it has no par either In 
tho past or tho present. We claim 
that its very alms and Ideals of today 
were developed by tlic British iioopio 
over|;a century ago, and that their re- 
pression proved responsible for a 
strongjreaotlon which resulted in tlio 
secession from the British Empire of 
one: Of Its 'most glorious parts. Of all 
tho groups/that formed part of the Bri- 
tish Empire,, we arej' perhaps the next 
which Is most Interested in ^remaining 
attached to the , British Empire, be- 
cause we have made British institu- 
tions as they stand today , in Canada 
our own. Wo accept the consequences 
of tho conquest. We iiave proved in 
the past tluit we cou-d accept them 
loyally and without any misunder- 
standing, and that we wore prepared 
to do our duty towards accomplishing 
a compact nation. Tho only compen- 
sation we ask is that wo will not bo 
deprived of our traditions or our lan- 
guage. We say that if you want to 
got unity in this country, it Is abso- 
lutely necessary that wo should under- 
stand and respect each other. 

CANADA AND THE ORIENT 

Tlio position taken by the Colonist 
ill rog.ard to Oriental immigration has 
always been that, while asserting 
tlioir own views as .strongly a.s tln-y 
know how against Oriental immigra- 
tion, the people of Canada must not 
lose sight of the Imperial aspects of 
the question. We have, iiowevcr, 
maintained that this Imperial obliga- 
tion was not as one-sided as many 
people would have us think. "We have 
rocpgnlzed our obligations to treat 
Japan with fairness and to admit that 
slie has rights and opinions whicii we 
in Canada are In duty bound to res- 
pect, but we have also clolmcd that 
tho Dominion has rights and opinions 
which Japan is under some obligation 
to regard. So, too. In respect to 
India. Wo have consistently lirgcd 
that tlie people of this province must 
bear In mind that the people of India 
belong to the same Empire as they do, 
that many of them have done great 
son'icc to tho Empire, and tliat un- 
klndness liei-c may bo reflected by 
cruelty there, only that it will bo peo- 
ple of English blood who will suffer 
the latter. Holding these views we are 
glad to read the following in tho Bel- 
fast Whig, in an interview with Jlr. 
Mackenzie King, who is on his way to 
the Opium Congress: 

We in Canada thorouglily realize tho 
vast Importance of this question to 
tho Empire ut large, and we wish to 
become thoroughly familiar with tiio 
position in Orient, so that a complete 
understanding may bo reached based 
on tho mutual knowledge of the con- 
dition of affairs in tlie different parts 
of the Empire affected, and on an 
understanding by others of our atti- 
tude witli reference to tills (inestloii. 
It is for this reason that I am visiting 
India on my way to China. 

' . . / 

Of course the . obsieryatlons, which 

even so capatile an observer as Mr. 
Mackenzie King is capable of making 
during tho short visit ho will make to 
India, will necessarily bo superficial; 
but it is an e:vcellent thing that a gen- 
tleman, on tlKi threshold of wiiat we 
believe will be a conspicuous and use- 
ful public career, should bo able and 
willing to begin tho investigation, 
under cxcoptlonably favorable con- 
ditions, of a problem in tho solution of 
which Canada must play an important 
part.

Of course everything may be forgiven 
to people smitten with such an awful 
disaster; but It Is well for everyone to 
remember that starvation does not 
occur In two days. Dr. Tanner went 
without food for fifty days.'

Tlie authorized cap 
ital stock is ?10.000,000, and of thiij 
amount $7,500,000 liavo been issued 
There is also a bond issue amounting 

- to $5,000,000, although the authorized 
amount will reach $7,500,000. A valu 
able concession has been granted by 
the government of Mexico for the de- 
velopment and nlilization of the water 
power on tho Conchos river in the 

' state of Chihuahua to supply electric 
energy to the mining centres, cities 
ah'd^towns of that district. Thfe con- 
cession is perpetual and absolute. 
The powers going with tho concession 
empower tho company to import free 
of duty machinery reriulsito for the 
work, to expropriate private lands 
when required, and to dam and uso 
the waters of tho San Juan, the Nono- 
aya and Conchos rivers. Mr. AV. P. 
Tyo, formerly chief engineer of tho 
Canadian Pacific Railway, Is consult- 
ing engineer of the Mexican North- 
ern Power Company. Ho has spent 
•many, months In Northern Mexico In 
the: Interest i, of tlie company, and re- 
port^ conjointly with Mr. James Dtx 
Sphuuyler,' of the Panama Canal 
staff; ' that 25,000 horse-power can bo 
developed, it is understood the plant 
will be 'sufficiently advanced to so- 
curo a supply of from twelve to lif- 
teen thousand horso-power within a 
year from the turning of the first sod 
next month.

U can hardly 
therefore ba sound constitutional piac- 
tico to adviao tho King to nsi; words 
which Invol'vc special comnu iulation of 
the Cabinet's .work In a particular de- 
parttiioht— work which it is the duty 
of Parliament to consider and, if oc- 
casion requires, to censure. 

On the domestic feldo (says the Daily 
Mill!) the Speech alluded to tho Im- 
inalant measures passed during tho 
.sf.-^slon, which are, all things consider- 
ed, a thin crop for nine months of lad- 
uous v.-ork. The last act of tho session 
i.s iierhaps the most surprising of all. 
A K()>al Commission has been sudden- 
ly and unexpectedly appointed U^ cx- 
andiie various schomes '"in ordor to 
secure a. full represantatlvo chamcter 
for popularly-elocted legislative bcd- 
les." Among the members of the Com- 
mission aro some able'mOn, but not 
one Is in close prapticai touch with 
British politics except Sir Courtenay 
llbert, and not one has had tho good 
fortune deeply to Impress tho British 
public. If an extension of the fran- 
chise is to be considered, the recom- 
mendations of such a commission will 
carry, it Is to be fearoti, but Httle 
weight with the country. If tho Com- 
missioners are to recast tho House of 
Lords and tliu^ to traii'sform the Brit- 
ish Constitution, there will be even less 
disposition :o accept their proposals. 
Oiiu fact of importance, however, is 
disclosed by the appointment of the 
new Commission; the Government evi- 
dently does not conleniplatc a general 
election before 1910, as royal commis- 
sions aro almost jiroverblal for their 
deliberation of discussion. 

Tho Dally Chronicle says: — Etficloncy 
has. as we maintain, been the charac- 
teristic of this Government In external 
affairs. It has equally marked the ad- 
ministration of affairs at .homo. Hei-e 
our opponents would hardly dispute 
what wc say. The admirable work 
done, for instance, by Mr. llaldane at 
tlu) War Office, Mr, Lloyd-Georgo at 
the Board of Trade, and Mr. Burns at 
tho Local Government Board is matter 
of general recognition. Tho King's 
Speech sugges_^trf the furtlier reflection 
that elhciency'' has. beeii signally con- 
spicuous in tho legislation of the ses- 
sion. There have Indeed been failures, 
but failures duo only to the thwni'tln.g 
action of sui)!!rior force entri'miied in 
tho House of Lords. But within the 
limits imposed l)y tlie Tory Standing 
Committee in the House of Lords tho 
legislative work of the session has been 
signally efficient. Tho Speech refers, to 
"several Acta of unusual acope- and 
comprehensiveness for consolidating 
existing enactments." Such measures 
attract little popular attention, but 
their value is aptireciated by business 
men and praotlcAl admlntstratorsJ They 
are. the fruits of. efflclejjt government, 
and conduce in their turn to more ief- 
flclent administration. 

An abnormally long Session of 
Parliament has been brought to a 
close (says tho "Lciidon 'I'elegraph") 
by an exceptionally U'n.;;thy speech 
from tho Throne. All that is .srud of 
Ireland refers to tlie University Bill, 
which was Inadequate to a great op- 
portunity, and whlcli it is to be feared 
will do little for the progress of higher 
education on a really liberal scale. N'ot 
ii word, however, is uttered as to the 
growth of lawlessness In that country 
which, serious as It is, will in all prob- 
ability have become more grave before 
Parliament reassembles. On tho ad- 
mls.3ion of prominent members of the 
present Government, Mr. Balfour's Ad- 
ministration beque.atlicd to its succes- 
sors a relatively peaceful and law- 
abiding Ireland. There were disturbed 
areas no doubt, but the Irish Govern- 
ment knew how to secure respect for 
the law, and did not hesitate to use 
Its power whera necessary. All that 
has been changed. Mr. Birroll's weak- 
ness for flippancy and levity has 
betrayed him Into the use of expres- 
sions interpreted In Ireland as incite- 
ments to defiance of the law and uC the 
elementary principles of organized and 
civilized society. By refusing to put 
in operation the resources at lii.i dis- 
posal ho has incurred responsibility 
for the continuation of a peculiarly 
cruel and oppressive form of illegal 
tyranny, wlilcli is •■■iircailin.;;- from the 
AVest throughout Irebiiid. JC all the 
other records of Ministerial .achieve- 
ment had be,?n .as briUl.'iiU as the.v 
have been dismal the blot left on the 
Irish page by Mr. BIrrcira maladmin- 
istration would have tarnished their 
lustre irretrievably.

Canada and United States. 

Canada comes in for some consid- 
enition in an important book, just 
published, written by Professor A. C. 
Coolidge, entitled "Tho United States 
as a World Power." He docs not 
tiatly Insist that it Is our destiny to 
be swallowed up by our cousins to 
tho south, but says that the geo- 
graphical lino tliat divides tin; two 
nations is an arbitrary and artificial 
one. Tho natural divisional lines on 
the Continent of America .run north 
nnd south, says Professor CooUdgc, 
Americans and Canadians have near- 
ly every interest in common, and he 
predicts that, as time goes by, they 
will be drawn closer and closer to- 
gether. 

Canada, he informs his readers, is 
a nation, and our national type com- 
pares to that of the Swiss and the 
L5ciglaii3. This nationality, however, 
when not actuiilly hostile to Ameri- 
canism, Is conspicuously differen- 
tiated from It. "The ciuestion of the 
future is, which are going to prevail 
In the long run, the geographical' and 
ethnological Influences that tend, 
and must tend, to draw Canadians 
and Americans together, or tho his- 
torical circumstances that Ueei) tliem 
apart'.'" To find data on which to 
bass an intelligent opinion the pro- 
fessor ginnces at the pant. Tho com- 
ing of the United Kmpiro Loyalists 
into Canada at tho time of tho War 
of Independenct?, the fear of the 
l''rcnch clergy for the prestige of their 
faith in so free a land as the United 
ytutes, and tho arrogant attitude of 
the Amtrlcans toward Canada, as 
expressed in such phrases as "manifest 
destiny," viz, annexation, "paramount 
position In the 'Western' Hemisphere," 
and so forth, have. all tended to es- 
trange Canadians from the idea of an- 
nexation. 

Considering these facts. Professor 
Collldge believes that prospects for 
annexation are extremely remote 
"The national prldo of the Canadian," 
hc! says, "nlway.'^ v.'oll dcveloiied, lias, 
at last, something substantial to feed 
ui)on. Tho present growth and pros- 
riorlty of their country, and Its bril- 
liant outlook for tho future, are a con- 
solation for the slights they have had 
to put up with. Tiiey arc cured of 
all desire for annexation or feelln.g 
of deiicndence, and the.v were never 
less in a mood to make concessions." 
Congratulations are duo Professor 
Coolidge on his ability to do clearly 
understand the feeling of the people 
of Canada on this question. ITo un- 
derstands UB better than some of us 
Interpret ourselves, and we are glad 
to remark that the statesmen of the 
United States gtuierally pretty wi-U 
realise tlie situation as regards an- 
ni'xatinn, a conspicuous exception to 
ilic! riili^ being Governor Johnson, of 
iMinnesota, whos(; ideas about CJaiiad.-i 
aro fiillv fort\--llvo years behind tho 
times. ] 

■"I'lie historian calls ;ittentlon to the 
fact that since the historic .Monroe, 
Doctrine was jiromuisated Urltish 
territory on this continent has In- 1 
creased, although the very spirit ot 
that doctrine i» "Amerlc.i, for the 
Americans." Canada's ultimate fate 
must bo a matter of the utmost con- 
corn to tho people of the United 
States, but no present tendency sug- 
gests, that some day the same Hag 
will fly in Washington and Ottawa. 
Nor does there st^em any prospects of 
llie other neighbors of the Uiiitod 
Slates being lureil into a union. The 
Irc^atment of Mexico lias never been 
forgiven, nor will It bo forgotten for 
genemtlonH. Should tho United 
States ,0oslro. to ipalco , oyer.turos , to 
(ither-:Iiatin-AmeWcan;,>1f.epubIlcs-^ w 
II. view i6 '"benbvolorit asalmllatloh," 
the case of Mexico will bo a warning 
to them. 

Tho foregoing abfitracts, says tho 
Mnll and lOmpIre, show that the 
liook Is not written In tho spread- 
englo stylo common among American 
authors.

they carry weight. Especially when 
she sides with British opinion is the 
voice of the United Statesiv ijowerful 
in the Internntlorial concert' "There 
can be no doubt that her power for 
.good or evil Is great," says Profes.sor 
Coolidge. "Hnw that power is to be 
used Is of conscciucnco to ' all hu- 
manity."

When the seeds are rlpo the pod ex- 
plodes, scattering them to a consldcr- 
ablo distance, often to ton or .twelve ; 
feet from the parent plant, so that In 
spite of its boasted modesty the violet 
not only takes care of Itself, but'-be- 
co'.iio8 a troublosomo aggressor.

The conmiciii wild violet afford.s one 
of tho most remarkablo Illustrations of 
the care and apparent forethought of 
naluro In preserving a spccios. As 
e\'erybody knows tho violet grows In 
the shade, In piisturcs, woods and 
Holds, whore tho grass Is abundant and 
long. It comes up early In tho spring 
and flowers at a time when tho gras.s 
IH most abundant and succulent. Of 
course it is liable to bo cut down by the 
scythe, but much more likely It is to 
be bitten off by grozln.g .animals. 

Tho violotii that come In the spring 
either do not seed at all or very spar- 
ingly, so that If the jilant rolled on its 
Hiirliig llowcrs for seed It would pro- 
b.ibly perish off the earth in a very 
few years,

Full Court Decides an Import- 
ant Point in Divorce Court 
Procedure'

An IntorGstlng point was decided by 
the full court yesterday, when Justices 
Irvlns, Morrison and .Clement decided 
that there was no appeal from an In- 
terlocutory order of a judgt! In divorce 
matters. The point arose "In the case 
of Brown vs. Brown, in which E. P. 
Davis, K. C. sought to appeal from 
an order made by the .chief Justice rc- 
Karding alimony, -.The question turned 
on tlio point as to how much of ihu 
ISnglish divorce act was In force in 
tills province. E. V. Bodwell, K. C, 
and C. Klllam ajipuared for the res- 
pondent, but wer^> not called" upon. 

Mr. Davis relied chiefly on the re- 
cent decision of the Privy Council, 
which had declared that the local' 
courts had jurisdiction in divorce mat- 
ters, as tlio English divorce act was in 
force prior to the pruclanialloii of Sir 
Jamca Douglas in 18I3S, by virtue of 
which the i^iigllsh criminal and civil 
law wore declared to bo in force in 
this country so fur as not roiulercd in- 
applicable by the local circumstances. 

The English divorce act provides 
that the only apjieal from a court or 
j judge maluiig a lina! order in a divcirco, 
j action is, to the Huu.so of l.,i)rd,s. and 
it was held some years ago by the full 
I court, that this did not confer any 
} appeal In this country as there was 
no House o£ Lords to which to ap- 
I peal. Thus the local clrcuinstancea 
j made this particular provision in- 
j applicable here.. In Interlocutory mat- 
ters, however,; , the. Engfllsh act pro- 
vides that there shaft be an appeal to 
the full court, and Mr. Davis argued 
that this carried with It a right to ap- 
jieal to the local full court. , 

"We are given certain rights under 
the English divorce act," said Mr. 
Davis, "and we are entitled to have 
them enforced by such machinery as 
may from time to time e.xist in this 
province." 

-Mr. Justice Clement expressed him- 
self as opposed to this view. Ho said 
that he could not conceive of the law 
of divorce coming across the Atlantic 
piecemeal, ns It were, according as 
different sections of the act became 
workable. Ho thought that all that 
could come, came across at the dale 
of the proclamation. At that time 
there , was but one Judge in the 
province, so appeals vvaro on -the face 
of it impossible. Thus liis lordship 
considered that the appeal provisions 
were Inapplicable on account ot local 
conditions at the time the act was In- 
voked, and- could not bo considered 
to be evoked later on by Provincial 
legislation creating a 'court of appeal. 
The coiirt ))a,d hel^ln.ttie Carreii case 
that' ' tH8''13tJmInl6ii' alon'a' could give 
alright Ql^ appeal. In matters, reserved 
to the S'ominidiiji', ^an|l'>%he'isame prin- 
ciple applied^ here'. ''judgelbl^ in- 
timated that he considered he was 
bound by ,the reasons .jglyen^by ' the 
court In deciding that there" "was no 
appeal from a final order, but Mr. 
Davis combatted this idea and ten- 
dered authority to show tliat a' de- 
cision was only an authority on tliO: 
point actually ■• decided/ »,-Af':^ght con- 
clusion might bo reached 'by- means of 
wrong reasons. 

JNIr. Justice Irving said that it 
seemed to lilm tiuite reasonable and 
in line-\Vlth the decision of tlie Privy 
Council to say tliat the English di- 
vorce act was in force merely to the 
extent of conferring Jurisdiction on 
the British Columbia courts to hear 
divorce actions and no further. 

With great force and ability Mr. 
Davis continued to urge his view on 
the court. The gist of hla argument 
being that -all the rights conferred by 
the English act were transplanted to 
tills country by the proclamation, 
though some of them could not bo ex- 
ercised , until such time as machinery 
was provided,, analogous to that in 
the bid country. Finding that the 
court appeared to repiain of the same 
opinion, Mr. J>ayls <rqmarked that if 
there was no 'chance of changing the 
opinion of tHeir lordships, he did not 
wish to take up the time of the court 
To this Judge Irving replied that ho 
did not- -think that any argument 
WQuld change the; situation, -at which 
counsel sat down.. 

Their lordships were about to de- 
liver Judgment when it was found that 
the official stenoErrapher was not In 
the building. Accordingly Judge Ir- 
ving said that the appeal would bo 
dismissed and their reasons handed 
down later.

appeal In the- case oi" t , ( 
couver Ferry company vs. Bunbury, 
Simpson ot al„ was not concluded yes- 
terday. In this case Joseph Martin, 
K.C., appeared for the defendants e.K- 
cept Simpson who was represented by 
C. Klllam. 

It appear."! that some years ago tho 
North Vancouver Ferry company took 
over the ferry business from the muni- 
cipality and obtained a ferry license 
from the Provincial govornmont un- 
der the local act which Imposoa pen- 
alties on anyone. running an unlicensed 
ferry in such . circumstances. Such 
a ferry is notJIcensed' to run between 
two ports, and ' some < question was 
raised yesterday as'^tcT-Whether .North 
Vancouver . was ja port. 'i-Mr. Davis 
maintained : that ; It . was hot, .as the 
distinguishing mark of a port was a 
customs, house. 

It seems th^t some of tho citizens of 
North Vancouver have become dls- 
satlslled at the Btrvlco given by the 
company and liavo endeavored, so far 
without succcs."!, :;t(i have Its license- 
cancelled.' Tho.''' ' defendants then 
started opposltlqn boats on the ferry 
run. Tho ferry company immediately 
brought suit, and upon I.^sulng the 
writ applied to Mr. Justice Morrison 
for a temporary injunction : restrain- 
ing tho defendants - from dporating.- 
their ferry boats.' 'Ubta^wasJircfused, 
the Judge saying ■ tliat'"' he - -"was not 
.mtisfled .that Jho jJlaWtlffa were hoimd 
tb-.BUe<;e$id'.Ih.thelf "actidn,- From this 
decision' appeal Is belhg"'takeh., . ' 

Mr. Davis argued yesterday that he 
was entitled to his injunction as he 
had made out a prima facie case that 
ho was being deprived of his legal 
rights. There w.as no dispute on the 
facts of the case, the .solo ppint for 
determln.atlon being whether or no 
tho license was In otToct an exclusive 
one to tho extent that no unlicensed 
boats might ply. It was a riuestion of 
property rlglit.i and had not been com- 
plicated" by any Dominion legislation 
with regard to harbors. Thus a ferry 
on Burrard Inlet was In the same posi- 
tion as one on the Saskatchewan, tho 
Fraser or a'ny ether navigable waters. 

The Chief Justice: "It seems to me 
that such an Important matter as this 
should not on general principles be 
decided on an interlocutory' applica- 
tion. It should go to trial. It cannot 
now be as thoroughly and minutely 
cnnvnssed as at the trial of the ac- 
tion." 

Mr. Davis offered to turn lils motion 
Into one for Judgment, ancr also said 
that his clients were willing to put 
up .security to compensate the defend- 
ants If the trial went a.galnst them. He 
was willing, however, to drop the ap- 
penl If the defendants would put up 
serurlty to compensate his clients. 

This "offer evoked no response from 
Mr. Martin, and Mr. pavis went on 
to urge that this was peculiarly a case 
for an Injunction. , The. cliief justice 
cited a case in which it was' stated 
that to grant an interim injunction it 
should be shown^that irreparable dam- 
age would be done, such as the cutting 
down of a line tree. Counsel contend- 
ed that this case was In a different 
category. He was In tho position of 
an owner of Innd upon which tlio do- 
fondant was treiipaM-sing, the dofpUKO 
being that the plaintiff had ilo title. In 
such .a capo lio would bo entitled to 
an Injunction pending tho determina- 
tion of tho legal point. ' 

Tho case w.'ia still In pro^rress when 
the court rose.

After a six months term In the pro- 
vincial Jail, to which ho was committed 
by Magistrate, Jay alter being convict- 
ed of having obtained $28 under false 
pretenses from W. Smith, a former 
proprietor the the then Poodle Dog 
cafe. Baron Von Gasscndorff, as ho 
claimed to bo, but Ju.st pluin Fredcilck 
Ewald Wiuiilcli Von Gfug, as tho local 
police atlyo him, is once more in trou- 
ble. This tlnio the Teuton ha.s run 
foul of the authorities in Portland. Ho 
spent some, time in that city where he 
is alleged to have obtained money under 
false pretenses from the Studobaker 
Automobile Company, After leaving 
Portland tlio Baron went.'bh to San 
Francisco and put up at' the exclu- 
sive Fairmont, ilotel. Ho' visited' the 
Ban Francisco 'ofBc'ea ot the-atitomOblle 
company and endeavored to^decure a 
car on the claim that he was'expecting 
money Ironi (Se^any dnd alSq had an 
account-- 'wiih' a. Seattle ' bank;- The 
automobile 'ptople' became* suspicious 
with the rcisult that aft''inVeBtigatlon 
was started. 'Tlie -"Baron" got wind of 
the fact aVid depai'ted from' the -Fair- 
mont Hotel with his- hand baggage, 
leaving iv-blll unsettled. When nego- 
tiating with the automobile company 
Von Gaaeendorlf picked out a $1,200 
car. Ho declared -that he had funds In 
the First National Bank, but Miat in- 
stitution when wired, sent back a reply 
that the man was financially no .good. 
Meanwhile ho skipped. He was short- 
ly after arrested and taken back to 
Portland, where It is said he had pre- 
vlnii.sly tried tho same trick. 

Von Gasscndorff arrived In Victoria 
11 year ago last fall and for several 
months pOHoil as n wealthy titled Ger- 
man, He stayed at several of the local 
hotels, ran up bills at local stores and 
tlnally came to grief when he victim- 
ized the Poodle Dog cafe to the amount 
of $28. Ho had been pressed for the 
amount but always claimed that the 
several thousand marks which ho ex- 
pected to receive from his esttitos had 
not yet arrived. At last ho was arrest- 
ed on January 6, last year, was tried 
and convicted and sent to Jail for six 
months. In tho police investigation at 
the time it was found that Von Gas- 
scndorff lind victimized local hotels 
and merchants to tho extent of nearly 
$800. 

Since his arrest in San Francisco he 
has told the authorities much tho same 
tale which he confided to the local po- 
lice. He claims that he would never 
l.ad left Germany had It not been for a 
duel which lie fought In 1907, and in 
which he sliot and killed another Ger- 
man officer. Because of this, he says, 
he was compelled to leave his father- 
land. 

"My estate," said ho, "Is near Dort- 
mund, In' Westphalia. There is an an- 
cient castle upon it, and my family Is 
very old and noble. My father is dead 
and I possess the titles, " but 'I bajinot 
sell the estate, as'lt.Is oWa of -those'for- 
bldden by tho crown to^be Bbld.<»I"have 
seen cl^ht years' actlve;!,Bervlde- with 
the Gorpian army in'" Sbuth' and "West 
Africa, flghtlng the blaik ' people. I 
ranked as lieutenant. In J907 we wef^' 
ordered '-l^aok ■. to ' 'b&rracks in Berlin; 
I'he're I "feir rrom' a,horse",.and nearly 
lost my life.. A^fterward ah' bftlcer in- 
sulted nie 'and I challenged' hlirt. Wo 
fought a diiel- ancl-r'was not wounded, 
but niy adversary' 'w9,s killed. . 

I went then to' Canada In August of 
1507, stopped In Victoria a while and 
then went to Japan. I returned to Se- 
attle and thence through Portland to 
this city/ 

They say that I have got money 
from others. This is not so. I nego- 
tiated for an automobile In Portland 
with the Studebaker Company. I was 
not exactly' iileased with the machine 
and did n3t take It. They insisted on 
my giving them a cheque to show J 
meant business. I did so, but told them 
not to present It till I returned. They 
told me to look at their machines in 
this city. 

L did so, but I never have taken a 
machine. I learned that somebody 
wanted my arrest; so I thought it was 
best to get away. I have no idea why 
they prosecute mo. I am expecting 
money. Tho German consul of Vic- 
toria knows me and I will communicate 
with him when I arrive in Poftland. 
Then I will begin suit against these 
people who have caused me this hu- 
miliation, I will punish them for this. 

Do you think, he suddenly asked, 
that they will put Irons on my wrists 
when they take me to Portland? If 
they, do I do not think they will ever 
take me out of hero alive, Tho dis- 
grace would be too terrible. 

Van Gasscndorff, to give him t?ie 
title he claims, evidently failed to ac- 
quaint tho San Francisco police of tho 
fact that Ilia short stay In Victoria 
was mostly behind tho bars or that 
that mythical trip to Japan was only 
taken In his mind when he toiled on 
the stone plla ut the provincial jail 
here. After leaving here In July "he 
wont to Seiittio, where ho stayed some 
time and ho returned here late in the 
fall. Apparently he then .started south 
and has wound up in the cells at Port- 
land. Tlioro will bo many Victorians 
who will be Interested In learning of 
hla latest escapade.

It might have been thought this 
man, who knew better than moat 
what was required of him who -would 
do tile Kinplre's worlc in new lands, ' 
would luive been an advocate of what 
Is known as tho practical in oduca- I 
tion.

South of the United States the lan- 
guage most generally spoken Is the 

Spanish. 

The necessity for acquaintanco with 
it Is beginning to bo felt in the United 
States. Professor Caroline Obor, of the 
University of Washington, has recently 
written an article on "The Spanish 
Language in the Modern Curriculum," 
ffrom which the following paragraphs 
are taken: 

"Tho study of Sjjanish language .and 
letters has become an important part 
of tho curriculum in the educational in- 
stitutions of the United States, and 
particularly in tho universities and col- 
leges of the West and Middle West, 
where the progressive spirit of the 
times is perhaps bettor emulated than 
in tho older and more conservative in- 
stitutions of tlie East, and where, be- 
sides, the Sjianlsh inlluenco is more in 
evidence because of trade relations 
witli Spanish-American ' countries, 
whore Spanish is tho national tongue. 

"As one of tho institutions exempli- 
fying this growth o£ interest, \hc Uni- 
versity of Washington, In the city of 
Seattle;'is a striking'- example. In tlu' 
year 1897 .the study ^-vC-as; first taken up 
by a class 'of beginners, none of wliom 
h^d^anjrpl'ovldus'kifarwl^dgciof tho lan- 
guage. 'jThe' foll(^wihg '^ear; tlio' class 
.was cbntiriubd "aiid another started in 
tlio elementary worI{.--In the third year 
there was included more advanced 
work In literature and some Instruction 
in the older forms. In the early' years 
the same instructbir taught all Spanish 
and French classes, but the increase 
of enrollment mader this impossible and 
the department of Jtoman Languages 
was divided, and the Spanish became a 
separate department in 1903.; .At tho 
present time the department flnds need 
for throe instructors, and during the 
last scholastic year over 200 Students 
took Spanish, while in the present year 
a gain of 33 1-3 iier cent has been 
made in tho enrollment over that of the 
past year. 

"The cause tor tliis increased inter- 
est in tho University of Washington is 
tho same as in other Institutions the 
country over. The cosmopolitan popu- 
lation of the city may have something 
to do with the growth, but here, as 
; elsewhere, the Idea has gained ground 
I that It is better for the average college 
graduate to have command of a living 
language which will enable him to 
. meet hia neighbor or strangers from 
other countrie.'i

"The growth of physical science, or 
tho increase of its inlluenco over tho 
mind, liave had the most momentous 
elfects in anotlier sphen-.

To 
not a few they now speak of tho homu 
alone. Tills change has come rapidly 
, and startlngly over the intellectual 
I world. 

"The child when still a youth heard 
a great professor of physical science 
struggling to reconcile geology with 
Genesis. Now he reads tho work of 
a religious writer, such as Gladstone 
struggling to reconcile Genesis with 
geology. 

"Let the evolutionists, however, re- 
member two things: First that evolu- 
tion cannot have evolved Itself; second, 
that unlike brutes, humanity, as we 
liavo bc-en horo noting, advances and 
wo cannot tell what the end will bo; 
whether it may not be the final ascen- 
dency of tho spiritual over the material 
man. Man, let the evolutionist re- 
member, advances and rises. The 
beast does not."

An Interesting and somewhat sad 
article is that written at Christinas 
time by Professor Goldwin Smith I'or 
the Era, the paper published by tlio 
students of Cornell utilvorslty. Oiio 
is reminded of the contrast between tho 
old teacher, who has passed his elghty- 
slxtli birthdaj', and the bounding u'fo 
of the lads to whom ho writes: 

"Eighty years ago, iti au old iiouso 
of an old English town, a littlo boy 
was lying in bed listening to tho 
Christmas ohlnip.s, perhaps to tho last 
call of tho watchman on tlw street, and 
looking at the servant lighting tho 
(ire with the flint, steel and tinder-box 
of the older tlmo. since that morning 
what changes! 

"The main storm of the French 
revolution may bo said to have ended 
at fWaterloo. But there has been a 
series of afterblasts, which has 
changed, the political face of all Eu- 
rope and is now apparently extending 
itself to the hitherto stagnant East. 
We may set down in some measure to 
tho same account the otherthrow by 
civil war of the samo power in the 
United States. 

"Tho impelling force everywhere has 
been democracy, generally triumphant, 
advancing to rule apparently even In 
Russia, and In England completely 
possessed of tho legislative seat of 
real power, tho House of Commons, 
though a remnant of aristocratic con- 
trol still retain a precarious oxistenco 
In tho House of Lords. 

"Tho United States now, instead of 
being the vanguard of democracy, 
might almost bo said to be Its rear 
guard tho power of tho Presidency and 
tho Senate making Its constitution In 
some respects tho most conservativo 
of tho set. 

"Not less, but rather more, momen- 
tous than tho political movement and 
fraught with ultimate change, Is tho 
advance of science, which, In two or 
throe generations, has boon almost 
miraculous and has carried mechanical 
Invention with It. Mechanical inven- 
tion, with steamship, rail and tele- 
graph. Is bringing tho nations into for 
cloffcr communication and making of 
them in aome respects almost ono 
commonwealth. 

"Even this movement in India is duo 
In no small measure to tho substitution 
for the long voyage around tlio. Capo 
to the short route by the Suez canal. 
Magical In locomotion has boon the 
change. ' .

ginal founder, was one of the chief 
treasurers In the kingdom of the Great 
.Sultan In Baghdad, holding the title of 
".N'asI," or prince of the land. He in- 
curred tho displeasure of one of tlie 
despotic paslias of his time. Though 
he v,-as successful in bringing about 
his dismissal, ho had, as a consequence 
to seek voluntary exile, and after, a 
three years' sojourn at Bushire he 
landed In Bombay in 1S31. "The rising 
trade of the capljtal soon attracted his 
remarkable gehiiisf, and "within a few 
years he, came to be fe'ckohed among 
the merchant princes of the day. 

.\bout this ])erlod, tho Far-Eastern 
marts attracted the attention of enter- 
prising traders. Mr. David sent his el- 
dest son Ellas to Canton in 1845, and 
soon afterwards was successful in es- 
tablishing business centres in all . the 
treaty ports in China opened fbi' trade, 
to British subjects. ,Th6 eno^rOiouB 
volume of Eastern trade; iwhich' the 
Sassoons then carried on CbntrlbutOd 
largely to the gigantic fortune "which 
they, built, up.; This continued until 
1S64, when > bid. ^David Sassoon died, 
ana In 1866 his eldest son, Ellas, start- 
ed business under the style of E. D. 
Sassoon and Co. His eldest son Jacob 
took his father's place in China, and 
developed tho old business to such an 
extent that tho firm soon had three 
branches In China, two In Japan, three 
In England,- three In India, besides 
branches In tho Persian Gulf, Bagh- 
dad, Germany, America, and even Af- 
rica. After the death of his father in 
18S0, Jacob transferred himself to 
Bombay, as tho headquarters, and was 
materially assisted by his brothers, Ed- 
ward and Meyor, who, moving for a 
while between China and India, after- 
wards settled In England, looking after 
the trade with the west. It was at this 
tlmo that he was happily wedded to 
Rachel, daughter of a wealthy mer- 
chant of Calcutta. 

The keen mind of Mr. .Sassoon soon 
perceived the i)otcntiaUties of tho 
local textile industry, and as early as 
1S85 ho built his first mill, the Alex- 
andra mill. He has subsequently ad- 
ded to it, all of them out of his own 
capital, tho E. D. Sassoon Mill, the B. 
D. Sassoon Dye Works, tho Rachel 
Sassoon Mill, and the Jacob Sassoon 
mill, tho last being the largest mill on 
India. Mr. Sassoon preserves a strong 
and unshaken faith In the future of 
this Industry, notwithstanding the dark 
clouds which have sometimes hung 
ujion it. In charity the family has es- 
tablished a notable record. The David 
Sassopn hospital, tho Ellas Sassoon 
lying-lnrward, the Sassoon Infirmary 
and Leper Asylum, and last, but not 
least, the Jacob Sassoon European 
General Hospital, for which, an addi- 
tional sum of two lakhs of.'> rupees 
($G5,000) was given by Jacob ' Sassoon 
recently, are tho principal institutions 
tiioy have. founded fori the .slcic, and a 
lakh of rupees Was:given to'IiOrd'Ijam- 
ington for the CeAtral Nursing Fund. 
They have also xontributed -towards 
.he educational progress 'of the people 
in tho Sassoon Reformatory, the Sas- 
soon Jlechanlcs' Institute, the Byculla 
Sassoon High School, a lakh and a 
half devoted -towards the Elphlnstone 
High Schobl, and now the Sassoon 
Central Institute of Science. 

As a Jew Mvs Sassoon has not for- 
gotten the claima of his oWn ' com- 
munity. . He Has built and. maintained 
synagogues in Bombay, Poona and 
Uong Kong. - He has provided schools 
for them, of which the principal one, 
the high school In Byculla, was recent- 
ly endowed with t\Vo lukhs of rupees. 
Besides those, separate funds are pro- 
vided for giving feasts to the poor on 
holidays, and for giving relief to the 
needy and the disabled. Amid all his 
care for tho sick and suffering, ho and 
his have not escaped their share of 
trouble. A serious affection of the 
eyes has i)revented him for many years 
from talcing his share in the social and 
public life of the day.

waned. Few outside those directly

long ago, before the sensational case

of the coterie of insurance gamblers 
at Cardiff and investigation was bo- 
Kiin conceriung tiiat class of insur- 
ance Itnown a.« p. pi. (policy jiroof of 

1 ■ Interest) which tiie insurer has no 
, claim or interest other tlian the policy 
.3ie talsics out, reinsurance speculation 
, was carried on in Victoria and other 
cities of the. North Pacific coast to a 
considerable, extent. The crusade 
against p,p.i.: insurance has severely 
lessened the popularity of reinsurance. 
Not long ago many a sliiii wliich wout 
; ion the overdue board because of her 

1 long passage or because of fear felt 
for her was "played" to the extent 
of some thousands of dollars, in many 
oases vastly more than tlie value of 
the vessel being waged at various 
odds on the chances of lior reaching 
her destination in safety. One of tlio 
vessels, on .which the Paclllc; coast 
spoculatftr?^ plunge.d mb^st heaylly in 
recent years was tlib German sblp 
Paul Rlckmers, which sailed from 
Bangkok with a cargo of rice for 
Bremen and was never seen again 
after passing Anjer. Victoria and 
Vancouver shipping men, Seattle, Ta- 
; coma, Portland and San Francisco men 
put up tliousands of dollars on the 
chances of the Paul Hickmers reach- 
ing port. Even when the reinsurance 
rate was 30 per cent, largo sums 
were put up and even when the ship 
was on the verge of being posted as 
missing and some spoculator.s agreed 
to pay 100 per cent in the event of 
arrival much money was waged. 

It was seldom though that a- ship 
reached port after reaching 90 per cent 
on the overdue list., Some vessels have, 
one reached port tiftfer being posted as 
missing. This was the ship Beacon 
Rock, which:, was on -'a 'shortr voyage 

- from Sydney to Wellington, New Zea 
land. When the weeks and months 

' passed and the vessel failed to arrive 
at the New Zealand port the reinsur- 
ance gradually increased until linally 
!)0 per cent was paid and then the 
vessel was posted as missing. After- 
ward the boll of the Lutlne — a bell 
recovered from the wrecked Lutlne 
off the Dutch coast which is always 

.tolled at Lloyd's to riiark the arrival 
of an overdue — was rung to announce 

^tho arrival of the Beacon Rock on the 
Chilian coast. 

Another Instance. 
Her sister slilp Red Roclc, afterward 

■ lost at sea, being burned when she 
■was known as the Carnarvon Castle, 
was the subject of considerable re- 

■ insurance speculation when on a voy- 

■ age from Victoria with a cargo of 
"salmon for Liverpool. She and the 
'Ardnamurchan sailed about the same 
time and heavy weather., prevailed 
shortly after their departure,' foUow- 
'ing which some tcanned^.- salmon in 
cases drifted ashore on the Oregon 
coast and on the west coast of Van- 
couver Island, tlio markings being 
identified as similar to salmon loaded 
on the Red Rock and Arenamurchan. 
lioth vessels were po.sted for rein- 
surance. They arrived safely and it 
-was learned that some of their cargo 
'had been jettisoned during the heavy 
'weatlicr encountered off this coast. 

The reinsurance o£ vcssoLs opened 
'the way for sharp i)ractise, and in- 
.stanccs are on record wliero it is ob- 
vious that long passages liave been 
Intentionally made to allow of specu- 

s'lation on the part of friends of those 
'in charge of the ship. One case is 
'on record where a ship leaving an 

,AustraUaii port for San Francisco 
was taken out pf the lanes of shipping 

, not numerous in that part of the 
Paclllc, and sailed on a idg-zag course 
enabling .a very slow iiassagc to bo 
made. Thi.s vessel was reinsured at 
'.10 i)cr cent on arrival and many who 
liad received an intimation that the 
trij) would be a long one were i)aid 
■?;) for cverj- $1 they put up In rein- 
surance on the vessel. In another 
instance a Nonveglan ship was taken 
to some southern islands and anchored 
for two months out of communica- 
tion while all the way insurance 
speculators were WQ^ging on her chance 
of safety, aomt .with a kiiowiedge of 
what was delaying the vessel.

close the existence of a difference of 
opinion. Shipowners are pretty well 
agreed that it would be an advantage 
if gambling in ships could be put an 
end to. It It so happens that any one 
of their vessels is selected for special 
attention by speculators, the ordinary 
insurance of the ship Immediately be- 
comes more costly to effect. A high 
rate is demanded of gamblers and that 
rate, once established, affects thei'slilp-? 
owner. On the other hand, the shipf 
owner himself uses p.p.i. policies tor 
purposes which are perfectly legitim- 
ate. So do other people. A simple 
case in point may be mentioned. A 
cargo may have been shipped ut a 
time when the market for the iiar- 
tlcular goods Is rising. A p.p.i. policy 
is, in sucli circumstances, a convenient 
instrument for fully guarding tho 
owner against tho loss of a cargo 
whose value will materially increase 
in tlie course ' Of the voyage. Un- 
derwriters as a body may be said to 
be desirous of putting an end to; the 
practices complained of, biit sonfe! of 
them doutit whether legislation is nec- 
essary, more especially as p.p.i. policies 
have, as already explained their 
legitimate uses. Among many the 
feeling has been that the publicity 
given to the subject of late, and the 
exposure which ha.s followed upon tho 
public Investigation of several well 
known cases, whore ships on which 
gambling policies have existed have 
been lost, must have a good effect 
A hope has been expressed that those 
underwriters — relatively few in num- 
ber. — who encourage speculative ven- 
tures on tho part of people who have 
no interest wliatever in a ship would 
themselves see the need of restrict- 
ing their opperations In p.p.i. insur- 
ance to case of whose bona lldes they 
are cognizant. " The question at Issuo 
Is says the Daily Telegraph, not 
merely one which affects shipowners 
and underwriters. The public has an 
interest in the subject. The existence 
of purely speculative policies In re- 
si)cct of particular ships undoubtedly 
suggests an inducement to foul i)lay, 
and foul play which may -easily be ac- 
companied by serious loss of life at 
sea. It is, it may be inferred, from 
tills point of view that Mr. Churchill 
has taken tho matter up, and now pro- 
poses by a penal enactment to endeavor 
to put a stop to prnctlces which may 
easily incite to crime. What, it may 
be asked, would bo thought of a state 
of things under wlilch It was compet- 
ent for a man to take out a fire policy 
on ,a hou.se In whicli ho had not the 
remotest interest'? It would bo said, 
of cour.se, that it was putting a pre- 
mium on arson. Yet the case is prac- 
tically on all fours with tho present 
position under which a man may 
speculate In a ship,' with the know- 
ledge that his money is wasted unless 
the ves.sel goes to tho bottom. What 
the President of tho Board of Trade 
contemplates doing is to give tho 
sanction of a penalty to that which 
the law of the land already declares 
to an illegal transaction."

Tho Mayoralty Campaign and tho Mor- 
als of tlio City. 

Sir — ^Somo woU meaning' pooplb • are 
joining In tho cry tliat -the moral.s ■ of 
the city are In a cli'ploruDlo condition, 
"that the lid is off and tho city in wide 
open." and In general paint their pic- 
ture In very dark colors. To some peo- 
ple these -statements lose tlioir force 
from the fact that they are lunde on 
tho eve of an election and In llic in- 
terests of a candkliito, otliers are In- 
fhionccd by tliem not nmldng allow- 
ances for tlil.s fact and falling to take 
tlic regulation pinch of .salt. 

It would lie interesting to know how 
the.se people get their information. To 
some of us the city appears to be qulto 
up to tho standard Of any year during 
Its history so far as we know It. Per- 
sonally wo think Victoria will compare 
favorably from the moral standpoint 
and tl)o enforcement of law with any 
town or city of our knowledge, and 
that Is «aylng something, considering 
over thirty years ivandering tlirough 
five provinces of tho Dominion.

In this porilon of the continent," s.'ild 
Mr. F. Ni'.pler Denlson, yesterday, 
when questioned about tho recent 
seismic disturbance. 

"Dr. Knott, a well known seismolo- 
gist, tclKs us that 'an eartliquako 
always means a yielding- to stress.' 
Some of those earth strains arc to bo 
found upon the surface, for instance 
the change of load along a mountain- 
ous coast, such as tho Andees where 
the high lands nro rapidly wearing 
away and deposited as sediment over 
tho bottom of tlio adjacent ocean. 

"Another cause of earth's strains is 
due to great dlfCorences of air pres- 
sure. For nearly ten years I have 
been making a careful study of this 
fascinating, subject from .horizontal 
pendulum observations,;: and. have 
found that., the pendulum swings to- 
wards the region of greatest air proa- 
sure,,' This'' clearly demonstrates an 
actual compression of the earth's sur- 
face, or to a certalri extent sots up 
anotlicr form of 'earth stress.' 

"From tho 4th of this month until 
the 11th (time of tremor), tho pendu- 
lum, set to swing north and south, 
steadily ' moved towards tho north at 
a remarkable rate, far exceeding any 
past records. 

"In turning to the weather charts 
of tlie meteorological ofllco for this 
period, one llnds that the air pressure 
ovor Alaska, tlio Yukon and northern 
British Columbia, was unusually groat, 
while off the south west coast of Van- 
couver Island tho barometer was de- 
cidedly low. In fact, upon sever.al days 
a barometric 'dlfCferoiico of nearly two 
liiches occurred. 

"It is therefore possible that this 
groat difference of air pressure, 
amounting to many thousands of tons 
weight - - over -comparatively small 
areas, caused sufficient bending of tho 
earth's crust' to fracture some strata 
of rock not necessarily upon the sur- 
face." 
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loafing. That I deny and the amount 
o£ work done shows that such a sug- 
gestion is most unwarranted.

It was because of the 
necessity of pushing tho water works 
scheme to the limit that the streets 
art) not In as good condition as they 
should be. Many improvements to 
streets are planned but it would have 
been folly to have put down pave- 
ments and improvements only to have

Results Shown. 

In 1908 over twelve miles of cement 
walks had been construction and 
many miles projected. Doubtless 
there were many works not completed, 
particularly sowers, hut everything 
possible had been done and sood re- 
sults have been shown. In ward one 
the delay had been occasioned over 
tho Indian Reserve question. It had 
been duo greatly to his .own efforts 
that the trouble over the' septic tank 
In Victoria West had been settled and 
only the advent "of cold weather had 
stopped tho work of constructing tho 
Pino street sewer.' 

In most emphatic manner Mayor 
Hall denied the allegation that Im- 
medlaely ho was elected "tho lid 
came off." Such a statement was an 
absolute falsehood. On the contrary 
tho lid had never been so tightly llxo 
as at present. If Mayor Morley was 
tho moral reformer he pretended, his 
duty idld not cease with tho descent 
from the mayor's chair. It was his 
duty to have furplshed tho authorities 
with any. proof ofc law breaking he 
might have secured. Tho duty was 
one fixed on every citizen. A city 
becomes exactly what Its citizens 
make it. 

Mayor Hall declared that he had 
always been a prohibitionist but that 
there are certain laws which he or 
any one else can't go past. But it 
is for the citizens to say. Let them 
slvo him the power and he was pre- 
pared to go to tho limit. (Applause). 
In a Now Role. 

He told how In 190G Mr. Evans, of 
Cowlchan, had fathered a local option 
bill in the local .legislature. That 
gentleman had stated to hlra (Mayor 
Hall) that Mr. Morley had opposed 
tho bill. And now the latter Is the 
champion of local option. Mr. Morley 
had gone to tho legislature to secure 
permission for liquor selling at tho 
fair grounds. 

"I hate to toot my horn in tliis 
manner," Mayor Hall exclaimed, but 
I have been hounded by his own paper 
a paper which claims to be a moral 
one but is in reality the most Im- 
moral paper in this province. (Re- 
pented Applause). 

"We know you are all right," cried 
a voice amid renewed applauso. 

Mayor Halt sarcastically referred to 
Mr. Morley refusing to preside at a 
temperance meeting on the grounds 
that he was too busy to and It was 
only a side issue. 

"I claim that the moral Issue Is 
tho foremost one," declared the mayor 
who referred to the evidence given by 
Foreman Clark, at the recent inves- 
tigation to tho effect that not one 
piece of sewer piper had been wrongly 
laid or, once laid, torn up, showing 
that the case cited by Mr. Morley had 
taken place in His (Mr. Morley's) time 
■U'hat was wrong 'Tivas the system 
which has been In VOgue and which 
was the same as In Mr.- Morley's re- 
gime. Tho work of the- city is grow- 
ing too fast and Is too great for tho 
present system. What was wanted 
was a board of control. The city is 
asking tho legislature for tho necessary 
power and he hoped It would be so- 
cured. Then the citizens by a refer- 
endum can decide whether some such 
system will be adopted or the present 
system continued. 

Mayor Hall Is answer to a question 
stated that he believed that the costs 
of the Victoria WeSt'arijltration pro- 
ceedings should: be- borne by the city 
and if elected he xi^ould- do the best 
ho could to have it so. 

Mr. Morley 
Mr. !\Iorloy, amid applause, com- 
menced his speech In a jocular manner 
which, ' judging from the laughter of 



the audience, grow oven moreiamusing 
as ho made tho statement that ho 
could, If necessary, produce twenty to 
twenty-flvo citizens, all practical men, 
who would show that his estimate of 
twenty-live per cent, waste in tho 
money being expended, on the water- 
works system, was .altogether too low, 
that In most cases ■ It would amount 
to fifty per cent. However, he had 
wished to bo fair and he had placed 
the loss to the city at twonty-flve per 
cent He claimed a pretty good eye- 
sight ,_and ho was prepared to atato 
that'gpod results havo' not been ob- 
taihed.''Kv\Tho ."white- washing" as he 
termed ':.the..reoent .Inveatlgation,, would 
not 'blind the-ratepayers'tdrthe a^^^^^^ 
oondlclbh 'bf' affitrs. •ffevknew that 
even the alderiheh-' are -h'o't" satisfied 
and he gaveflt ast.hls.bplplbh, that the 
recent investigation boat ariythlhg the 
city Imd ever experienced in tho way 
of royal commissions. "And we have 
had some nice royal commissions," ho 
added. The investigation simply am- 
ounted to the council calling In some 
of the heads of departments and fore- 
men and asking these men if they are 
entirely satisfied with their own work. 
Of course they are. He denied that 
the system under which tli(3 city's 
work was done last year was the same 
as that in vogue when he was mayor. 
He had appointed a small committee, 
but one which was a real streets com- 
mittee. In Mayor Hall's terms tho 
whole council was a commltteo and 
many matters wore discussed behind 
closed doors, which should have been 
open to the proas and public. 

Praise for Alderman 

During the course of his speech Mr. 
Jlorley lavished praise upon Alder- 
man Henderson until that gentleman 
almost blushed, special reference being 
made to the latter's' work as chairman 
of the streets committee and how he 
and .Mr. Morley used to keep a close 
personal supervision of the city works. 
When he, Mr. Morley, was mayor one of 
the first things lie had Inaugurated was 
a systemallc tjlan of public works and 
he had tried to break the city engineer 
Into It. Money was .scarcu then. When 
tho local Improvement system was in- 
troduced his plan was to so construct 
the work that ' the; entire ""work would 
bo completed at once and in that man- 
ner three times the amount of work 
was done in one year (two-thirds be- 
ing paid for by the. citlisens) as would 
havo been done had the cost been paid 
out of general reyenue. Ho stated 
that when ho flrstr took office there was 
no proper plant and ho had introduced 
modern machinery and in other ways 
ho did his level host to Introduce a 
proper system. He told how ills ef- 
forts for better civic administration 
had been blocked at every turn only 
a few of the aldermen a-ssisting him in 
this worlc. Ho was certain that Mayor 
Hall, If he wore honest, could not say 
that the work of the city is now being 
properly done. There Is only one man 
under the present system wlio can in 
any way approacli tho duties of a gen- 
eral manager and that man is the 
mayor, but if Mayor Hall's record bo 
looked Into it will bo seen that instead 
of performing those duties as a gen- 
eral manager of a corporation would 
do, ho has instead fll|ed the position as 
though ho concel^^d t-O be- an hon- 
orary pne as he ,h'a,a stated on previous 
occasiong.. " 

Aro Responsible 

Tho mayor and council, while not 
wholly at fault for the slacl r.css 
shown In civic worlj, are still rcspon- 
f^lble. Ho (Mr. ,:MorIey) had had 
trouble with • tho lOnglneer, and yet 
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Mayor Hall, knowing this, had started 
In to do! twice the amount of work 
when lie Knew that ho had had no in- 
crease in istaff or efficiency. Tha city 
could not uif ford to Icecp incompetent 
men on Itli staff. 

As to tile Victoria West arbitration 
procoodiiigli, Mr. Morley declared that 
tho mattoi\ had not been handled 
right. Ho \night have been a little to 
blame because he was on tho then 
council. Mi\ Morley here took occa- 
sion to thrtw a few more bouquets 
at Aldormar^ 'Henderson who, ho said, 
with himself! had prepared a plan un- 
der >vhlch thy work of Improving Vic- 
toria/West sjreets would be done on 
the't.lbcar' Improvement plan - and tho 
dost of siralffiitenlng streets, ; fixing 
street .lines aJ'd expropriating nncea- 
sary property would have been distri- 
buted over ^ the whole work. But he 
and Alderman Henderson were turned 
down by the council of that year. Ho 
ventured live statement that the money 
which \vlll be spent in legal proceed- 
ings to straighten out the whole mat- 
ter would meet tho full 'amount of 
compensation a.sked for by owners 
affected and there would have been no 
haggling, and trouble. 

Want Proofs 

Mr. Morley took, up the moral ques- 
tion, jocularly stating that Mayor 
Hall was right when he said the city 
was tight. It 'Was "tight" but In tho 
other sense of the word. (Groans, 
hisses and cries of "give proofs.") Ho 
asked the audience to calm Itself a 
moment while he quoted some statis- 
tics. In 1907, 429 drunks were ar- 
rested. In 1908, up to November 30, 
G7C. 

A voice: "How many half drunks?" 

Th(\se figures, Mr. Morley considered, 
proved wiiat he had stated. With this 
increase In drunicenncss was also an 
Increase of over $10,000 in the cost of 
th-e ijollcc department .compared with 
1907 when, ho declared, even the 
I)apors most opposed to him had ad- 
mitted the city was never so orderly. 

Mr. Morley denied tho statement that 
he had lobbied against a local option 
measure or that ho liad SQuglit permls- 
.flon to sell liquor at the fair grounds 
and explained at longlli just wliat his 
part In tho matter wu.s. As to a board 
of control he duclarod that it was only 
wlien the mayor and aldermen aro up 
against it that they endeavor to get 
another .system. Bettor to clean up 
and reorganize the present departments 
and remedy tho trouble occasioned by 
tho lack of a responsible head at the 
same time cutting out star chamber 
methods, methods wlilch might load tho 
public to believe in tho harmonious na- 
ture of tile past council's regime but 
wlilcli, he could tell tliein, had not pre- 
vented bitter discussions. In secret. It 
had been reported about town that tho 
Agricultural AssoolatlQn.>fInaiictal state- 
ment would show a deficit of ?9,000 or 
$10,000. 

"Tbat is not so," interrupted Mayor 
Hall. 

Mr. Jlorley claimed that there is still 
money owing working men employed "iiy 
tho association which lias not yet been 
paid though tho work had been done 
last summer. 

As a General Manager. 

Concluding Mr. Morley asked his 
hearers If ' thoy thought that Mayor 
Hall had acted as a general manager 
should act or merely as the. occupant 
of an honorary pOHltlon; As for him- 
self lie had the necessary time at his 
dlKposal and could devote his best en- 
ergies to tho welfare of tho city. 

To a question Mr. Morley declared 
that ho certainly did not believe In se- 
cret meetings, on tho contrary ho had 
abolished sucli when he was mayor. 

I'o another question Mr. Morley could 
only say that It was rumored about tho 
city that tlie Agricuitijiral Aasooiatlon 
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deficit was as he said but to cries of 
"produce your proofs" lie did not re- 
spond, excepting to ask why It was tliat 
tho statement was not forthcoming to 
show, tho true condition of tho finances. 

Mayor Hall in replying declared tliat 
there, had been no secret meetings. Tho 
streets committee meeting was lield as 
all committee meetings, behind closed 
doors, but every alderman, when tho 
commltteo reported to the council, had 
tho right to rise in his place and bring 
any matter up for discussion. , As for 
the city engfoeer: . . 

"I never mentioned that official, it 
was his department," exclaimed Mr. 
Morley, but cries of "you did" from 
several parts of the hall showed that 
tho audience thought otherwise. 

Continuing Mayor Hall stated that tho 
mayor has the right of suspension and 
If he (Mr. Morley) had chosen to use 
that power he could have done so. He 
(Mayor Morley) had suspended one of 
tlie officials, a sanitary inspector.

"Under his system," declared Mayor 
Hall, "If there is any trouble he wants 
to throw It upon the shoulders of tho 
council but .when there Is-any credit he 
takes It all tO'^hlmself as'j'general man-

DURING PAST YEAR 



Several Notable Accomplishments For 
Protection of Sea-Goero — Greater 
Aids to Navigation 



Hevlcwfng the shipping history of 
1908,, Shipping Illustrated says; "Per- 
haps th« perfection of the submarine 
signal apparatus has been one of the 
most notable accomplislmionts for tlio 
protcctinn of shipping, and the sjioii- 
taneity with which It has been adop- 
ted by leading liners has demonstrated 
Its appreciation by practical men. In 
the Improvement of lllumlMunts for 
lighthouses and soinitl signals for ap- 
l)aralus in thick woather. scientists 
aro still busy, ljul c.-vKMislon in this 
line does not somehow seem to liavo 
as much effect in' the docrease of dis- 
asters as miglit be e.xpi-cted, perhaps 
on account of the Increase of shl|)- 
plng In the places where greater aids 
to navigation have been mostly estab- 
lished. The application of wireless 
telegra])hy for communication with 
vessels .at sea continues to be the most 
conspicuous feature of twentieth cen- 
tury developments affecting naviga- 
tion, but much still reniain.s to be ac- 
complished in It.-^ perfection.- The 
turbinr! has continur-d to liold Its own 
and attain some liiiprovemf«it In-'-lt>»; 
application, but probably tJie most' 
conspicuous fcatur«u of .advance iri; 



vessel equipment has beon In the evo- 
lution of the gas englne^both: for small 
boats and as an auxiliary to the largo 
sailing vessel — tho former now almost 
entirely displacing the steam launch 
and the latter promising a great and 
steady Increase of use. 

"A review of notable events of es- 
pecial moment to shipping men In 
North American trade during 1908 
must Include the success In several 
Instances of the improved methods of 
using compressed air for the floating 
of stranded vessels. Beginning with 
tho noatlng of tho Allan liner Bavarian 
near Quebec the previous year (which 
vessel was subsequently lost, however, 
through errors of Judgment In hand- 
ling her), the method proved satisfac- 
tory In lloatlhs the big steamer- Mount 
Temple after she j-had;' been ^>sti:arid«d 
on the coast bf NovaVScotla' all winter, 
and very.; recently was.-. again, success- 
fully applIeAi-ln^ tha^vflOatlng of tho 
United •Btates'orulser .Yankee. 

"A notable diminution in the list' of 
sailing vessels Is- referred to, in- 
stancing the loss , of tho big shlp.g 
Arthur Sewall, Bangalore, li'alkland- 
bank and Carncdd Llewellyn, and tho 
retirement of tlic She;iandoah from 
tho ranks of rigsed vessels. At the 
same time tho year has seen the V)lg- 
.gcst sailing ships afloat visiting Now 
York, including the Preussen, tho 
Brilliant, the Astral and others. It was 
less than a year ago that tin; shi]) 
Glondoon made her marvelons record 
under canvas of .'!5 days from Capo 
Town to -New York. The construction 
in Nova Scotia of a three-masted steel 
schooner which visited New York ex- 
cited some comment upon the claims 
that she cost much less than smaller 
wooden vessels built In Maine. It Is 
Just a yviiY ago since tlie steamer 
Mount Royal made her phenomenally 
long cruise ot a month at sea without 
being reported, sailing from Antwerp 
Decem?-er 7 for St. John, N. B., with 
upwards of 300 passengers, and return- 
ing to Quoenstown In distress, but 
under her own steam, on January 7. 
Tho sinking- of the British cruiser 
Gladiator by the American liner St. 
Paul, and of the Prince liner Spartan 
Prince by the sailing ship Tlmandra, 
were among the most notaljle collisions 
of tho year. There have been, per- 
haps, an unusual number of losses of 
nshlng craft and other small vessels, 
but on the whole tho loss of life by 
sea cannot be pronounced exception- 
ally large, and In all.llries of flrst-class 
travel lite has been ' exceptionally 
safe."

FOR FOREIGN VESSELS

"Therefore Ills Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General In Council is pleased 
to Order that the said Order in 
Council ; of iJan.

Lost Hudson Bay Bark Did Not Have 
Supposed Valuable Fur Ship- 
ment When Lost 



Foreign Vessels Larger Than,. tiBOP

It w.'is this vessel -ivlilch some 
three years i\.&> was frozen in for the 
winter in the Bay, and was unable to 
leave until the summer of the foUov,'- 
Ini;- year. On that occasion she was 
laden with a very valuable cargo of 
furs, the "catch of the season," valued 
at .i;4G,000. Possibly it is the memory 
of that voyage which is responsible for 
the exaggerated and absurd reports 
which have go.no abroad as to tho value 
of the Stork's present cargo, which has 
been assessed at anything between 
£1U0,000 and 300,000. As a matter 
of f.act, the Stork on this voyage has 
littk- ir any cargo on board, and prob- 
al'l\' .CliOO would cover everything 
wliicli she is carrying. The auxiUiiry 
vessel iJlscovery Is the ship which the 
company employs to bring home the 
bulk of fur carfjo from their stations 
on the shores ot Hudson's Bay, and If 
tho Storic has any furs at all on board 
It will only be a bale or two which ar- 
rived too. late to be sent homo in the

Supreme Court of United States Holds 
That Fourteenth Amendment 
Does Not Apply 

■Washington, Jan, 11. — Tho case of 
the United Htatcs vs. Robert Powell. 
Involving tho question whether tho 
fourteenth amendment can be invoked 
In tho United States courts to protect 
negroes against lynching, was decided 
by tho supreme court of the United 
States today in favor of Powell on a 
writ ot error Dringing mo case uoiu 
the United States circuit court for the 
northern district of Alabama. 

Powell is under indictment on a 
charge of assisting tho mob In tho 
hanging of a , negro named Horace 
.Maples, of HuntsviUe, Ala., the specific 
.charge being that as a member of tho 
lynching party, Powell had deprived 
Maples of the right to a trial by due 
Iirocess ot law. Tho circuit court held 
that tho fourteenth amendment was 
not applicable to the case, and de- 
clared that It could not bo involve 1 
unless the Injustice complained of was 
intlictod by the state or Us authorities. 

Tho Bupcemo court decision adirmcd 
the decision of the lower tribunal.
